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Houston Camel Pro 
Series preview

There are plenty of obvious reasons for 
wanting to head to Houston. The short track 
and TT Nationals in the Houston Astrodome 


mark the beginning of another AMA Grand 


National Championship/ 
Camel Pro Series season. 

Tex Peel, tuner, sponsor and 
guidance counselor to Camel 
Pro Series Champion Ricky Graham, 
may have the best reason of all. “I 
can’t wait to see my bikes run with 
the Number One plate on them. 
That’s a pretty good reason to head to 
Houston,’’says Peel. 

The Budweiser Wild West Nation- 
als, as the events are called this year, 
mark the 16th season that Houston 
has been the site for the start of the 
championship chase. In 1968, Hous- 
ton hosted only a short track National. 
Gary Nixon won that event and went 
on to win his second AMA’ Grand 
National Championship. 

The following year, a TT National 
was added and it’s been that way to 
date. In the 29 Nationals which have 
been run at Houston, only four riders 
have won more than once and three 
of them will be back to try to add to 
their tally. 

Kenny Roberts has posted four of 
his 30 National wins at Houston and 
split them evenly between short track 
and TT. After a long absence from 
Houston, Roberts returned in 1980 to 
come away with the TT win in story- 
book fashion. His loyal fans, who 
rarely get to see Roberts due to his 
World Championship road racing 
commitment, are hoping “King 
Kenny" can work his magic again. 

Jay Springsteen, the winningest 
National Championship rider with 
33 to his credit, is a three-time short 
track winner. No rider has posted a 
National win at Houston three years 
in a row. Springsteen, with wins in 
1981 and '82, would like nothing bet- 
ter than to make that record his. 

Former Grand National Champion 
Steve Eklund put his name into the 
AMA récord books m 1978 when he 





made a clean sweep of both Nation- 
als. Eklund added another TT to his 
credit with a win in 1981. 

John Hateley is the only other 
rider to have tasted the winner's cham- 
pagne more than once. Hateley won 
two TT Nationals. He's all but totally 
dropped out of racing. 

"Io a lot of riders, the double 
Nationals are a frustrating way to 
begin the season. Since the events are 
held inside the Houston Astrodome 
on a man-made track, some riders 
have taken to describing them as 
“artificial” and look forward to get- 
ting back to “real dirt.” 

It’s no secret that just getting into 
the program for one or both events is 
an accomplishment. Making the field 
for the National requires an extra 
helping of luck. 

The uniqueness of the events 
require a rider’s bike to be nearly 
spot-on in set-up before he or she sets 
a wheel on the track. In addition, 
practice sessions are short with little 
time in between for making any major 
changes to the bike. Experience and 
track savvy make the difference. 

The emphasis on qualifying is also 
heightened at Houston. With a field 
of approximately 100 entries for each 
night—more than for any other dirt 
track National—and only 60 and 48 
qualifying slots open for the short 
track and TT, respectively, you can't 
make a mistake. The differences in 
qualifying times are often measured 
in thousandths of a second so that a 
slip, a bobble or anything less than a 
perfect lap could well mean spectat- 
ing rather than racing. 

However, each year a large handful 
of riders with barely a prayer of mak- 
ing either program and picking up 
some of the $62,000 weekend's purse, 
show up to court Lady Luck for a 
chance to be able to tell others, “I 
rode Houston.” 
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How hard is it to wina National at 
Houston? Peel, tuner for last year’s 
TT winner Graham, and Bill Werner, 
the man behind Springsteen’s win- 
ning rides for the past seven seasons, 
both agree that luck is a prime 
ingredient. 

According to Peel, “Houston is the 
hardest place in the country to win at. 
I'vesatin the stands watching racing 
more than I've seen my bikes on the 
track. In six years of going to Houston 
—prior to Ricky's win last year—my 
bikes made the Trophy Race once. 
That was a $150 payback for six years 
of effort.” 

Werner says, “If you make the 
National, and that's a big if, then 
track conditions and your starting 
position on the grid become the major 
things to worry about. In both events 
it's hard to come from behind unless 
the track allows racing on other than 
the groove. If it is a groove and the 
racing's follow-the-leader then you 
can only hope a lucky break comes 
your way. 

"I believe that a good start, espe- 
cially in the T T, is 50 percent of the 
race. It’s obvious why you need a 
good start in the short track. In the 
TT, it's war in the opening laps with 
bashing and handlebar banging going 
on as the riders jockey for position in 
the first lap or two. The best place to 
be is out front with the fighting 
behind you." 

The name Harold Murrell doesn't 
show up on the rider entry lists or on 
the list of officials, but Murrell is 
probably the most important person 
at Houston. Murrell could well be 
tagged “Мг. Dirt” for his reputation 
as a track preparation wizard. How- 
ever, at Houston the job entails much 
more. The track must be built from 
scratch after carefully covering the 
Dome's floor. The dirt must be 
blended for the right consistency and 
building the track calls for 25 hour 
days to get the job done. Murrell cares 
for the track like a baby during the 
racing and his job isn't done until the 
dirt is trucked off following the con- 
clusion of racing. 

The configuration for the short 
track varies little from year to year 
—turns one/two tend to bea bit tight 
while three/four are wider and sweep- 
ing. The TT layout was changed 
completely in 1980. The field now 
sweeps through turns one/two, up 
the back straight and, just after enter- 
ing turn three, heads into the infield. 
The higher jump comes immediately 
after with a tight right-hander lead- | 
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ing to a short straight and a small 
jump. Another short straight leads 
intoa tight left-hander and back onto 
the regular track just past turn four. 
It was at the turn exiung the infield 
last year that Steve Wise graphically 
displayed the difference in MX and 
TT riding styles. 

TT racing brings out the widest 
variety of machinery of all forms of 
dirt track. Until Graham's Harley- 
Davidson XR750 mounted victory 
last year, it was felt by most that the 
lighter, more maneuverable 500cc 
four-stroke singles were the path to 
follow. They have been winning since 
1978. 

Although Yamaha has released an 
XT600 and Honda an XR600, you 
won't see either in factory colors, 
according to the managers of both 
teams. 

On the short track side of things, 
some new models will be hitting the 
track. Watercooling should turn up 
on a number of the top entries. 

'The Harley-Davidson contingent 
on both the TT and short track will 
be small. Ricky Graham will be rid- 
ing basically the same TT bike on 
which he won last year. Peel has 
changed the Harley's front suspen- 
sion, using a Simons leading axle. 
fork and mating up a large road rac- 
ing style Kosman front brake assem- 
bly. “We've made a few changes like 
the front end which Ricky liked so 
much when he raced the Superbikers 
that we decided to go with it. Other 
than that, why change a good thing?" 
said Peel. 

Graham's XR750 as well as those 
of Harley team riders Springsteen, 
Randy Goss and Scott Parker all 
weigh in at approximately 320 
pounds. 

Springsteen, who is "itching to get 
back racing," will opt for the fork/ 
brake assembly he used in The 
Superbikers along with a bit more 
suspension travel at the rear. 

All four riders will be using the 
same basicaircooled engine that began 
life іп 1976 as the powerplant for 
Harley's 250cc MX bikes. Ronnie 
Alexander has done a winter's worth 
of work on Graham's bike. The fac- 
tory mounts will have minor updat- 
ing from last year. The most signifi- 
cant change will be a switch to a 
square slide Mikuni carburetor like 
those used on Suzuki's RM MXers. 

Team Honda will have Steve Wise, 
Terry Poovey and Mickey Fay on 
their factory bikes. Mike Kidd, who is 
recuperating from a broken left Wrist 








and dislocated shoulder, will be spec- 
tating. Wise, who will only ride the 
TT, will again be powered by a 
CR480R two-stroke engine, but this 
year he’ll have a new frame with a 
shorter wheelbase, a lower center of 
gravity and as much weight saving 
material used as is possible. Wise’s 
bike weighed 198 pounds last year. 
He suffered a severly sprained anklea 
few weeks back, but says that shouldn’t 
hinder his performance at Houston. 

Poovey and Fay will use 1982 XR500 
four-stroke engines for the TT. Their 
short track machinery will be 1983 
CR250R based. 

Yamaha will supply bikes for Kenny 
Roberts and new team member Eddie 
Lawson. Roberts was pleased with 
Yamaha’s decision to contest both 

` Houston Nationals and he has been 
competing in local MX races and 
jogging down the streets near his 
California home to get in shape. 
Lawson made last year's short track 
National and finished eighth. 

'The Yamahas will be updated ver- 
sions of the TT500 and watercooled 
YZ 250cc powered machinery that 
Jimmy Filice and Mike Kidd rode in 
the 1981 Roberts/Lawwill Racing 
effort and by Filice in last year's 
Yamaha supported program run by 
Bud Aksland. 

Ron Wood, of Ron Wood Racing, 
the U.S. distributor of the Rotax/ 
Can-Am 500cc four-stroke engine, 
will be tuning up a special one for 
Scott Pearson. The engines, with a 
special performance kit from Wood, 
performed well last season with Alex 
Jorgensen taking the Ascot TT National 
with a bike powered by one. Approx- 
imately 20 riders, including Eklund, 
Jorgensen, Gary Scott, Steve More- 
head and Brad Hurst (who will set 
aside his Triumph for Houston), are 
using the unit. 

It is unlikely that the Maico 490- 
based TT bike which Rod Spencer 
rode to fifth in last year’s TT will be 
seen in the Astrodome. It was up for 
sale at the end of last season. 

Alex Jorgensen leads the privateer 
efforts for the short track. Jorgy will 
be aboarda Can-Am which he placed 
fourth at Houston and won the Santa 
Fe Short Track National last season. 
Can-Am has a new watercooled ver- 
sion of their rotary valve 250cc 
two-stroke. ; 

Bubba Shobert will be hoping Kaw- 
asaki power is the answer as will 
Steve Morehead. This year’s Kawaski 
250cc MXer is watercooled. 

Another privateer to watch will be 
Garth Brow who will be riding a very 
strong watercooled Yamaha put 
together by Ed Salley. Brow topped a 
heat race in last year’s program, but 
got hit with mechanical problems 
very early in the National and could 
only manage a ninth place finish. 

Steve Eklund, always а threat when 
his enthusiasm is high, will also be 
Yamaha mounted. 

The short track program gets under- 
way on Saturday night, February 5, at 
8 p.m. But you'll want to get there 
earlier for the opening ceremonies 
that get underway at 7:30. 

Sunday's TT program will start at 
2:30 p.m., with opening ceremonies 
beginning a half hour earlier. 

Practice on Saturday gets under- 
way at noon with time trials scheduled 
to begin at 1:30. 

Sunday's practice sessions start at 
10 a.m. with time trials at 11:30. 

If you must pick a winner for either 
event, then go with our sentimental 
favorite. Our advice is to sit back and 
enjoy the racing. Imagine a line-up 
of Graham, Springsteen, Roberts, 
Goss, Eklund, Pearson, Jorgensen, 
Wise, Fay, Ted Boody, Parker, Law- 
son, Gary Scott and more. It could 
happen. A National field like that in 
the short track wouldn't be half bad

A Sunday morning ride — where's 
the coast?

While riders in many parts of the country 
have locked their aluminum stallions away 
into the barn for the long, hard winter 
months, those of us fortunate enough to live 


in places like Phoenix, AZ are 
just starting to enjoy full days 
on our two wheelers. Winter 
here is comfortable riding jacket 
weather with relatively cool, dense 
air that makes a bike run like a Swiss 
watch, even if it more closely imitated 
a steam generator during the torrid 
Arizona summer. 

Our desert roads, though, are sadly 
lacking in one commodity that gives 
motorcyclists a special three-dimen- 
sional experience offered only bikes, 
and not by multi-tracked forms of 
transportation. Curves. Because of 
this, almost any moderately winding 
and clean stretch of pavement around 
Phoenix will attract its share of win- 
ter sled jockeys. 

One of the local favorites is the 
Carefree Highway/Cave Creek Road 
combination around 30 miles north 
from the center of Phoenix on I-17. 
It's not California's Highway 1 or the 
Rock Store that started cafe racer tra- 
dition, but there is plenty of scenery 
and the Horny Toad and Mine Shaft 
eateries toward the middle of the 
Sunday morning loop. 

Once you're headed east on Care- 
free Highway, the ancient dry lake 
bed where Phoenix lives seems to 
ripple up into the New River Moun- 
tains, and a solo rider on the crest 
can't help but feel dwarfed. Twelve 
miles of foothill road gives time 
enough for private thoughts before 
abruptly ending at a four-way stop 
for Cave Creek Road. 

Straight ahead two more miles, 
then left on Scottsdale Road takes 
you to Carefree, a Cadillac cowboy 
town where Frank Lloyd Wright de- 
signed homes that are fully integrated 
with the boulder strewn slopes, and 
where streets are named Elbow Bend, 
Wampum Way, Stage Coach Pass, 
Long Rifle Road, Easy Street and 
Mule Train Road. Coyotes forage 
within town limits, reminding in- 
habitants of the open desert just past 
their neighbor's back yard. And Care- 
free boasts what its Chamber of Com- 


merce claims to be the largest sundial - .|- - 


in the western hemisphere. (I checked, 





and it keeps pretty good time, too.) 

Residential landscaping is strictly 
desert with saguaro, palo verde, yucca 
and other plants that will hurt you if 
you get too close. At 1500 feet eleva- 
tion, it's out of the smog layer that 
sometimes takes over Phoenix, and 
it's also pretty well out of the work- 
ing class syndrome. 

А couple of miles through Carefree 
leads back to Cave Creek Road that 
you just crossed, and a right turn goes 
to a series of curves that inspire truly 
immoderate riding. But Smokey 
always seems to be around putting a 
damper on things. Still, the road 
offers plenty of recreation as it climbs 
toward Camp Creek and the Contin- 
ental Mountains. — 

About four miles past the center of 
Carefree, a microwave relay tower 
marks a 14 mile road to the right that 
runs into Bartlett Lake. Pavement 
ends two miles straight past the Bart- 
lett turnoff, but the dips and corners 
make it worthwhile to run to the end, 
then backtrack and catch the lake 
road. For dual purpose bikes not 
making the backtrack, the next 19 
miles of dirt road run past the Seven 
Springs camping area and into Bloody 
Basin, a rock hound's paradise and 
the scene of some cowboy and Indian 
trouble back around the beginning of 
the century. 

For street machines, Bartlett Lake 
Road back toward Carefree has seven 
miles of very pleasant twisties and 
long, gradual whoops, plus distance 
shots of one of Arizona's most famous 
landmarks. At several high points, 
it's possible to see Four Peaks, Weav- 
er's Needle and Superstition Moun- 
tain all in one look. 

According to much discussed 
legend, the needle is supposed to cast 
its shadow into the Lost Dutchman's 
Mine. Theold Dutchman, Scott, who 
later had Scottsdale, AZ named after 
him and who claimed to have dis- 
covered the big gold strike, never 
gave another clue to the mine's loca- 
tion. Thousands of entrepreneurs have 
not managed to find it, but many still 


history books, is a native Arizonan 
that I knew years ago. He claims that 
his father was acquainted with ''Scot- 
tie" and that the old boy actually had 
worked the rich Vulture Mine near 
Wickenburg where, despite vigorous 
searches of all employees, Scott man- 
aged to steal a good bit of the almost 
pure gold ore. He then supposedly 
explained his newly acquired wealth 
by inventing the Lost Dutchman's 
Mine story. Lots of people out here 
would consider that kind of suppos- 
ing the basis for a fist fight. Maybe 
that makes Weaver's Needle all the 
more interesting to-look at from the 
saddle of a motorcycle. 

Bartlett Lake Road is paved for 
only about seven miles, and the next 
seven are some of the worst, well trav- 
eled dirt road in the state. The govern- 
ment had at one time decided to fin- 
ish paving the road, but local fisher- 
men got up a campaign that forced 
"Big Brother" to change his mind. 
Seems that the intolerably rough road 
discourages the power boats and big 
cruisers that tend to complicate 
angling. 

A fast run back up the lake drive, 
then left on Cave Creek Road through 
Carefree brings you into the 110-year- 
old pickup truck-cowboy-and-former- 
mining town that the road is named 
after. If you get there at noon or later 
on Sunday, the Horny Toad will be 
open. Before that, the Mining Shaft 
and a ma and pa deli are doing busi- 
ness. Check out the artwork in the 
men's room at the deli. 

New River Road, right past Cave 
Creek's residential area, is a good 
place to start slowing down for Care- 
free Highway. Turn right (west) at 
the four-way stop to get another look 
at the Phoenix dry lake bed. True, it's 
repeated scenery but there's no way to 
see it all in only two passes, or even 10 
for that matter. 

Interstate-17, 12 miles down the 
road, is the decision point. South back 
on the interstate gets you home to 
Phoenix with a 100 or 120 odometer 
reading. To add another 50 or 60 
miles, take the hump over the free- 
way, then cut a hard left into Biscuit 
Flat for gas and other amenities. 
Another seven miles down Carefree 
Highway (#74) is 99th Avenue and 
Lake Pleasant Airport. Watching sail- 
planes and ultralight aircraft there 
could take up the rest of the day. 
Canyon Raceway a mile and a half 
west might also do the same thing on

If neither does, a short jaunt north 


(right) then back west for 22 miles has 
some not-too-curvy but very nice clear 
desert road past Lake Pleasant Park 
and into Morristown, AZ. Morris- 
town used to bea little one horse burg 
until somebody stole the horse. A 
combination bar, hotel and curios 
shop is the main building, but don't 
despair. There is also a perpetual 
yard sale. 

Real desert buffs can head back 
northeast from there on a 21 mile dirt 
road to what may be Arizona's oldest 
resort, Castle Hot Springs, named 
after a cowboy who discovered the 
spring feeding a creek (Castle Creek, 
naturally) into what is now the Carl 
Pleasant reservoir. Before it mostly 
burned down five. or so years ago, 
Castle Hot Springs was a very expen- 
sive resort that boasted a golf course, 
horseback riding and a dip in one of 
the two spring-fed pools that, report- 
edly, could cure arthritis and provide 
total relaxation. Rumors say that 
Castle Hot Springs was also a gamb- 
ling mecca in years gone by, because 
of its remote location. You still won't 
find anything else for miles around, 
but despite its isolation and rugged 
access, some really impressive cars 
used to be parked at the end of the 
road. If you were not rich, you didn't 
plan on spending the night. It was 
okay, though, for regular people to 
look around and take pictures. Today, 
a caretaker and his wife keep the 
place off-limits to the public. 

From Morristown back southeast 
to Phoenix, one encounters bikers 
headed toward Wickenburg and, be- 
yond the speed trap at Wittmann, a 
town called Surprise (surprised be- 
cause it didn't dry up and become 
part of the desert — that's the truth) 
and, of course, Sun City. Watch out. 
There's nothing more dangerous to a 
biker than a housewife in a station 
wagon or a senior citizen driving four 
to 5,000 pounds of guilded Detroit 
iron down the boulevard. But that's 
another story. 

Getting home before sundown is 
advisable, because desert temperatures 
drop 20 or 30 degrees at night in rural 
areas, and the chill factor becomes 
very noticeable. The best reason, 
though, for ending a Sunday ride in 
the late afternoon has to do with the 
"creative scheduling" factor. A hot 
meal, a little tinkering with the bike, 
some proper R & R around the house; 
and if a working man is lucky, the

TEN 
YEARS 
AGO 


The AMA Grand National season 
began with an upset as Mike Haney 
scored the win in the opening night 
TT of the traditional doubleheader 
at Houston’s Astrodome. For 11 of 
the 25 laps, Triumph rider Haney 
had trailed Yamaha’s Kenny Roberts, 
but Roberts clipped a haybale and 
lost a lot of time. At the finish Randy 
Scott was second with Jim Odom 
third. On the following evening, 
Roberts achieved his revenge as he 
topped ‘em all in the short track. 
Gary Scott was second with Odom 
bagging another third. 


Marty Tripes (CZ) and Rich Thor- 
waldson (Suz) staged a mudfight in 
the opening round of the Winter-AMA 
Series in Orlando, FL. They were tied 
after two motos, but Tripes put in a 
better ride through the goop in the 
third to take the overall win. Gary 
Semics (Hus) was third ahead of Brad 
Lackey (Kaw). 


American Frank Wheeler completed 
a ride around the perimeter of Aus- 
tralia on a 125 Hodaka Wombat. 


RickBurgett (CZ) and Ron Fujii (Mai) 
fought it out in two classes of a mud- 
o-cross at Portland’s West Delta Park. 
When it was over, Fujii had the Open 
Expert win, Burgett the 250cc Expert 
victory, and each rider a runner-up 
finish. 


Mike Brown swept all three motos of 
the 81-125cc class atan AMRA mini- 
cycle motocross at Indian Dunes, 
with Donny Faulkner taking second 
over John Forsythe. Lance King also 
took three wins en route to the 10 and 
under Stock class victory. 


The Bureau of Land Management 
and the El Cajon Motorcycle Club 
settled their dispute over a race run 
without a BLM permit. In a battle 
that almost wound up in court, the 
club agreed to pay $224 in rider fees to 
the BLM, but retained its ability to 
stage events in the desert. 


Barry Briggs confirmed that he had 
meii. a water-cooled Yamaha 
for Barry Sheene to ride at Daytona, 
but the plan was shelved when Sheene 
signed with Suzuki. Briggs said the 
signing was a ''blessing in disguise" 
since he would be riding speedway 
and short track events five nights out 
of six in Daytona, leaving little time 
to help Sheene. 


Mark Blackwell took a Husky out to 
Indian Dunes, and then came home 
with the250cc Senior win in the AME- 
sanctioned motocross there. Bryar 
Holcomb used a Maico to top the 
500cc Seniors. 


Randy Scott (Mai), Mike Hannon 
(Bul) and Troy Hollis (CZ) finished 
1-2-3 in the 500cc Expert class of a 
motocross in Adelanto, CA. Mark 
Cook bested the 250cc Experts on a 
Bultaco and Eric Jensen took the 
125cc Expert laurels on a Monark. 


Ray Huff almost had a double win in 
an Oakdale, CA, scrambles. He won 
the 250cc Expert class, but then fin- 
ished on the heels of winner Allen

Baker takes CRC 
Frosty Desert Enduro 
win

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, JAN. 16 


Baja winner Al Baker (Mugen 
USA) dropped just one point 
today to tie with four other rid- 
ers for the overall victory at the 
California Racing Club’s Frosty De- 
sert family enduro. Baker earned the 
top honors by virtue of seconds lost to 
beat Dirt Bike magazine’s Tom Webb, 
who rode a new Honda XR350, Scott 
Sampson (Track 'n Travel KTM), 
Grant Palenske (Wheelsmith Maico/ 
O'Neal/Jones/ ND/KRW/Spectro/ 
Swallow Tire) and AMA Region Six 
250cc Enduro Champion Everett 
Angle (Hus). 

CRC enduro designer Larry Lang- 





ley continues to experiment with 
course layouts and came up with a 
treat today on the first loop. Usually, 
the first loop is designed to allow rid- 
ers of any skill level to finish, includ- 
ing the three wheelers. Speed aver- 
ages are typically 18 or 24 mph and 
quite a few of the one-loop-only rid- 
ers zero the loop. Today, the differ- 
ence was the choice of an easy way or 
a hard way about 22 miles out. The 
hard way was a 12 mph section of 
rocks in a tight sandwash that was a 
lot of fun. It was a refreshing chal- 
lenge for all the riders. 

We never did find out what the easy 
way was like because we couldn't 
find anyone who had taken that route. 
The one loop riders didn't seem to 
find it that difficult either. Michele 
Keast won the one-loop overall with 
a score of 0.2 with a three second 
margin over second place timekeeper 
Scott Jacobsen. All of the top 10 one- 
loop riders scored zero. 

A secret check greeted the two-loop 
riders as they hit the first possible 
check location on the second loop. 
This check was the check-in for the 
only special test of the day which was 
a 7.2 milestretch with a speed average 
requirement of 36 mph. This test 
rolled in and out of rocks and sand- 
washes and allowed only the top five 
riders to lose just one point. Thenext 
five riders dropped two points each. 

The two-point scores were the most 
common and stretched back in the 
results past the magic number 29, 
which was the finishing position of 
none other than Bob Balentine. This 
was Bob's first ride since he lost the 
lower section of his right leg while 
pre-running the Baja Internacional 
course. Bob seems to be back in the 
running with his fourth place Open 
AA Four-stroke finish and we hear 
he’s gearing up for the Parker 400. 
You just can’t keep a good man 
down. 

Dirt Rider magazine’s Bob Carpter 
won the B overall for the second 
enduro in a row, this time just three 
seconds ahead of 250cc B winner 
Robert Burtis. Carpenter shouldn’t 
be a B rider long at this rate as CRC 
watches the rider results pretty closely. 
Open C winner Bill Throckmorton 
should know this by now as he and 
250cc winner Darrell Norman scored 
so well that CRC has promoted them 
to the ranks of the B riders.

McCAIN VALLEY, CA, JAN. 23 
Round two of the American 
Trials Association champion- 
ship series saw San Diego rider 
Dwaine Walters and his Fantic 
lead the closest completion by 36 
points en route to winning the San 
Diego Trials Riders sponsored event 
and retaining his number one Expert 
plate for 1983. This win made it two 
in a row for Walters. Local Expert 
Jeff Fish took second while number 
two ATA rider Matt Pritchard fin- 
ished third. It was a good day for San 
Diego riders who earned nine of the 
21 top three finishes in each class. 
Fourteen-year old Eric Soderquist, 
also on a Fantic, took top Amateur 
honorsand earned a transfer to Expert 
class. 

Fifty-four central and southern 
California riders challenged the 10- 
mile, 12-section loop. Three times 
around within the five-hour time 
limit tested even the best riders, with 
a few caught short of time by the end 
of the day. Huge boulders, fast dust- 
free trails, and excellent cooperation 
by BLM and local law enforcement 
agencies helped make this ''first ever” 
competition event in McCain Valley 
a success. BLM staff constructed a 
special group camp, complete with 
fire rings, and placed trail markers 
throughout the designated ORV area 
in preparation for the event. A few 
riders with questionable spark arres- 
tors were a little nervous after the first 
loop when they saw BLM rangers, 
two sheriffs and the Border Patrol 
gathering around the sign-up table. 
As it turned out, the sheriffs and one 
of the BLM rangers were ex-motocross 
and desert racers and just wanted to 
watch the action. 

Around 60 spectators were on hand 
to enjoy the four exhibition sections 
within walking distance of sign-up. 
Section one proved to be the most 
interesting as the crowd gathered to 
watch Expert and Amateur riders 
work their way up and back down the 
face of five-story high boulders. Local 
publicity turned out a good size group 
of old trials riders who expressed 
interest in getting back into the sport 
after watching the event.

Barstow to Vegas 1983 may actu- 
ally be an approved race (don't believe 
it until the green flag drops, how- 
ever). Whenever it happens, CORVA 
wishes to gratefully acknowledge the 
source of that success, Louis H. 
McKey, the Phantom Duck of the 
Desert. 

CORVA knows that since the first 
permit was denied in 1974, the Phan- 
tom Duck has carried on an unceas- 
ing battle with the BLM to regain the 
race, and to protect off-roaders’ rights 
to public lands; often alone and some- 
times with disappointment, but carry 
on he did, and this year we may all 
enjoy the fruits of his labor. 

If the battle for B-to-V has been 
won the war is far from over. The 
Phantom Duck still has a lawsuit 
against the BLM to be heard soon, 
and there are other, more ominous 
issues looming on the horizon. Some 
people are saying the “land use issue 
is dead; we've won, now let's forget 
about fighting and go have some 
fun." CORVA wonders if they know 
the BLM announced on Thursday, 
Dec. 23, 1982, their plans to impose a 
new set of "standards of conduct” on 
public lands, including “‘non-intru- 
sion on other forms of recreation” 
and "unreasonable noise" regula- 
tions, that carry a $1,000 fine and/or 
12 months of imprisonment for vio- 
lation. Both CORVA and the Phan- 
tom Duck are protesting the pro- 
posed rulemaking, and are submitting 
alternatives to the Department of 
Interior, as always.

Set H-D record straight 


Let's set the record straight on 
Harley-Davidson's petition to the 
International Trade Commission re- 
garding Japanese motorcycles. H-D 
is objecting to what they feel are 
unfair trade practices. Their market 
surveys found that at current overall 
motorcycle sales levels, warehouses 
of Japanese manufacturers have inven- 
tories that will take two years to sell. 
Anall-out sales war due to this stock- 
pile could, they feel, destroy the 
American market. 

With regard to this market, some 
claim that H-D appeals to only a very 
narrow segment of the marketplace. 
If H-D has been so “wrong and anti- 
quated" as some have claimed т 
staying with their V-twin design for 
so many years, have those ardent crit- 
ics ever asked themselves why Honda 
and Yamaha have spent so much 
money and effort to market the V- 
twin designs and “mimic” H-D styl- 
ing in their multis as well as V-twin? 
The resemblence in styling is far 
from coincidental. Those who claim 
that H-D produces nothing but “boat 
anchor" motorcycles obviously have 
had their eyes closed around the AMA 
Pro dirt track scene. H-D's efforts in 
dirt track racing have earned them, 
through steady and diligent devel- 
opment, the almost total domination 
of dirt track racing for the past 10 years 
with their XR750. 

It’s ironic that those so eager to 
knock Harley-Davidson are not real- 
izing that they are Americans riding 
Japanese motorcycles who; guess 


what?, hold American jobs. Stop fora 
minute to consider what nearly un- 
controlled foreign trade is doing to 
the American auto industry, steel 
manufacturing, and countless other 
American industries. It's costing 
thousands of American jobs. This is 
happening where I work with the 
shutdown of several departments due 
to the undercutting Japanese pro- 
ducts in the medical field. Whether 
you ride the Japanese brand or the 
American brand, it's time to take a 
serious look at what's at stake here. 
More jobs will be lost if this country 
does not become more sensitive to its 
own well being as far as its own pro- 
ducts and livelihoods are concerned. 
I'm not saying that Japanese motor- 
cycles have no place in the American 
market and neither is Harley-David- 
son since we all know that competi- 
tion within the free enterprise system 
is good for the development of motor- 
cycling. But with regard to the Amer- 
ican motorcycle, I feel that it would 
bean unquestionable shame and great 
loss to motorcycling as a whole if we 
were to see the end of the only true 
surviving American motorcycle manu- 
facturer left of over 140. Harley- 
Davidson has been around since the 
year man first flew engine-powered 
aircraft and deserves its fair share of 
today's motorcycle market.

ITC recommends big 
tariffs in H-D case 


WASHINGTON, DC, JAN. 25 

Following its finding that imported motorcycles are a threat to the 
domestic motorcycle industry, the International Trade Commission 
recommended a five-year tariff plan to President Ronald Reagan. 

The proposed tariffs, covering all imported assembled motorcycles 
over 700cc, would raise the existing import duty from 4.4% to 49.4% 
in the first of the five years. The duty level would drop each of the 
following years, going from 39.4% in the second year to 24.4% the 
third, 19.4% the fourth and 14.4% in the fifth year. After the fifth 
year, the tariff would revert to the existing level. 

Exempt from such tariffs would be motorcycles assembled in the 
U.S. Currently, Honda and Kawasaki are the only major importers to 
have U.S. assembly plants. 

The recommendation, which passed by a 2-1 vote, will be sent on 
to the president. He then has 60 days in which to accept, modify or 
reject the proposal. 

“We're very encouraged,” said Harley-Davidson Director of Public 
Relations Bob Klein, adding, “This recognizes the terrible imbalance 
that exists in the American motorcycle market and recommends the 
steps to remedy the problem."'' 

Kawasaki, one of the manufacturers with a U.S. assembly plant, 
issued a statement through public relations director Rom Lovil: “Our 
position is that the imposition of tariff penalties is not a realistic 
solution to Harley-Davidson's difficulties. The president will recog- 
nize that the increased tariffs recommended by the ITC would 
depress the motorcycle industry at large, penalize the consumer 
unduly with higher prices, and punish the many thousands of Ameri- 
cans employed in distributing, retailing and servicing imported 
motorcycles from all countries.’’ Lovil also said that Kawasaki was 
pleased that the ITC did acknowledge their Lincoln, NE, plant as a 
domestic manufacturer. 

Honda spokesman Cliff Schmillen said, “Our company is consider- 
ing what effect the tariffs would have on our company and on the 
consumers.” 

Thomas McGurn, the public relations director for BMW, said, “Ме 
are philosophically opposed to any form of trade restriction. If we 
have to pay 45% more duty, we might be out of business. It might 
hurt BMW more than anyone else, because our bikes are more expen- 
sive to begin with. We're extremely concerned, especially for our 
dealers.” McGurn said that BMW had written to Reagan.

Team Honda's second year sensation David 
Bailey made his first rendezvous with major 
victory tonight at the Miller High Life Ana- 
heim Supercross Kickoff. Seventy thousand 


fans packing the sold out sta- 
dium witnessed Bailey's de- 
struction of the field via a 30 
second lead in the final of the 
first of the new-format Wrangler 
Super Series Supercrosses. Bailey 
viewed the win as inevitable, com- 
menting after his final no hands leap, 
"You know me, I'm always here, 
always trying.

Bailey's teammate Johnny O'Mara 
had reason to be excited also.

Glover, 
riding an all-new Yamaha works 
bike, held on to finish third after 
leading early and looking like a good 
bet for the overall in the heat races. 

New Honda star Bob Hannah 
pleased the fans so much in red as in 
yellow. He also looked like a good 
overall winner wager after he reeled in 
Glover in their heat, but a fall early in 
the main nixed chances of that. He 
rallied to fourth at the finish. 

The sold out stadium had empty

stayed away in fear of the weather 
that had left California brutalized 
and awash. Despite the forecast the 
racing was good on an excellent track 
with cold clear weather. Promoter 
Mike Goodwin took the trouble to 
cover the track during the torrential 
rain. Infield workers waded, but trac- 
tion was at a premium. 

The new Supercross format allow- 
ed packing 10 races and 92 laps into 
the evening. Four heats were run 
with riders finishing first through 
seventh going directly to a semi-final 
and the rest going to a quarter-final. 
Only two riders from each quarter- 
final made a semi-final. The semi 
transferred eight riders to the main 
and the rest went to the consolation 
race. Only theriders placing first and 
second in the consi made the final, 
and that with eight more laps notched 
into their handlebars than the other 
riders in the final.

Benolkin said, “I had a flat tire. It 
was a crazy ride." Benolkin's win 
broke Jordan's perfect moto string. 
Pitts, who finished third and has rid- 





den noticeably better the past two 
weeks, said, “It’s all in the engine. 
Woody Kyle did a number on it, and 
it’s a guaranteed holeshot machine 
now." 

Pitts' prophecy came true as he led 
Steve Pate, Jeff Surwall, Howard, 
Jordan and Benolkin off the thirty- 
foot drop-off into the “Gator Pit." 
"Karl passed me on lap three," said 
Pitts, "I got him back once down a 
hill, then he was gone." 

Oklahoma's Guy Cooper, Colora- 
do's Howard, and Massachusetts' 
Steve Burdette made up the top five. 

"I had fun that time," said Jordan. 
"Hey, that guy took money out of my 
pocket in the first moto.” 

Yamaha Motors of Canada spon- 
sored Jeff Surwall edged New York 
Honda rider Carlo Coen by a point 
for fourth in the series. 


250cc 

England's Yamaha GP rider, David 
Watson, led the first moto with Doug 
Jackson, Mickey Kessler, Jeff Wim- 
mer, Wemyss Scott, James Crews, 
Kris Bigelow, Tom Carson and Mark 
Murphy on the gas. 

Watson and Jackson waged a sen- 
sational duel for eight laps. “Ме 
swapped leads a bunch," said Ken- 
tucky's Jackson. “І got nervous out 
front and was riding too cautiously.” 

Kessler's Maico, Benolkin's Honda 








and Murphy's Yamaha joined the 
frenzy, with Kessler owning lap nine 
before Benolkin “blasted” for the 
win. 

Murphy's fourth earned him the 
250cc title and the Hi-Point/Yamaha 
supported rider abandoned his cau- 
tion and blitzed the second moto. “‘I 
wanted to get the series over with so I 
could berzerk it. That was my kind of 
race," said Murphy. The Yamaha 
rider's romp lasted 12 laps, when 
mechanical woes slowed him and 
Doug Jackson took the moto win. 
Jackson and his Griffs/Scott/Simp- 
son/Hi-Point support Yamaha took 
the overall for the day, and he com- 
mented, “I've never felt better on a 
250. This track is fantastic." 

Kessler's Maico edged Benolkin for 
third overall with Team Tamm's 
Mike Shoemaker taking fourth in the 
series. Murphy, who has pursued the 
elusive Winter-AMA Championship 
for years, has earned one now. 


500cc 

Maico's Kessler and Honda's Dan 
Conway escaped the first turn blues 
and led the opening 500cc moto ahead 
of Keith Oelerich, Glen Lofely, Mike 
Tripes, John Finkeldey and John 
Reinholt. Kessler was pumped and 
hounded Conway for six laps, only to 
suffer a DNF at the hands of a lapped 
rider. “This Pro/Am stuff is a bunch 
of crap,” said Kessler. “That amateur 
(Erickson) moved over in my line, 
and broke my shifter off. He cost mea 
grand. This is the third timeat Gaines- 
ville that it has cost me the series.” 

Moto-X Fox/Bel-Ray's Conway 
took the checkered ahead of Oelerich, 
Tripes, Reinholt and Finkeldey. Con- 
way said, "I surprised myself. I'm 
weak with the flu and didn't think I 
could go 30 minutes. I really wanted 
the win today. I love those hills.” 

Conway gobbled his sixth series 
holeshot in moto two with the drama 
unfolding between Reinholt in sixth 
place and Finkeldey in eighth. Kessler 
bumped Oelerich for second while 
Reinholt held Finkeldey off through 
lap four. Finkeldey’s KTM churned 
by on lap four and closed on the lead- 
ers. In a banzai last lap, Finkeldey 
picked off Oelerich and then Kessler 
at the checkered flag. It was good 
enough to tie the series, but that 
wasn’t enough. 

“I guess they are going to have а 
drum roll to announce the final out- 
come," said Finkeldey while Rein- 
holt and his mechanic, Monch Fio- 
lia, were already celebrating in the 
pits. "At this moment," said Rein- 
holt, "I guess I have the highest 
points of any 500cc AMA rider in the 
country." Finkeldey's pass edged

headhunter

After seemingly being caught asleep at the 
line in the 1982 125cc class wars, Yamaha 
has come back with a vengeance in the new 
YZ125K. In producing the latest one-eighth 


liter YZ, Yamaha says they had 
three goals in mind: to lighten 
it (they claim 190 pounds dry), 


to lower the center of gravity, 


and to improve performance. After 
riding the bike, we'd say they've suc- 


ceeded. 

In lowering the center of gravity, 
two areas received a major change, 
the rear suspension and the water- 
cooling. The rear shock and linkage 
have been redone to allow the shock 
to sit lower in the frame. In addition 
the shock has 15 settings for compres- 
sion damping and 20 for rebound 
damping and preload adjustment. 

Last year's fork-mounted single 
radiator has been scrapped in favor of 
frame-mounted dual radiators. This 
not only helps to lower the center of 


gravity, but keeps the radiator- . 














generated heat from affecting the 
action of the forks. ў 

Even the 123cc engine has been the 
target of weight reduction efforts. 
The cylinder head is smaller and 
more rounded, and overall thickness 
has been reduced both in the cylinder 
head and the cylinder. Even the cylin- 
der studs have been changed from 
10mm to 8mm, again to save weight. 
Yamaha tech whiz Ed Scheidler, the 
company’s version of the Shell answer 
man, says, “Апу area that we could 
find to cut weight, even if it was only 
five or 10 grams, we did it." Even the 
ignition cover has been changed 
from aluminum to plastic. 

The combustion chamber area has 
been reduced to raise the compres- 
sion ratio. Because of the variable 
exhaust port afforded by the Power 
Valve, the compression ratio ranges 
from 7.8:1 to 9.9:1. 

Another problem area on the '82 
YZ was with the rods and bearings. 
According to Scheidler, “Ти stemmed 
from the way the bearing manufac- 
turer was making the bearings. There 
seemed to be three high points that 
were causing all the seizing problems. 
That has been taken care of, plus we 
opened up the oil pickups from 12 to 
16mm for better lubrication." 

The airbox has been moved from a 
side panel to right underneath the 
seat. Two bolts hold on the seat, and 
once they’re off, air filter access is 
very easy. 

All aboard 

Sitting on the YZ is no problem if 
you're Mike “Тоо Tall” Bell, but test 
riders under 5’8” could only get one 
foot on the ground at a time. Posi- 
tioning of the controls was spot-on 
for our testers. 

Starting was no problem; choke 
on, three kicks and the engine breathes 
life through its Mikuni VM34 car- 
buretor. Yamaha's new quarter-turn 
throttle assembly is effortless to use. 
Heading to the track, you'll dis- 


cover that your knees have no prob- 
lem tucking into the gas tank, which 
is smaller this year by 1.3 liters. If 
you're worried about being able to go 
40 minutes, don't be — the Power 
Valve system helps save fuel. 

Once the throttle was nailed, the 
rear IRC 130/80-18 tire had no prob- 
lem getting traction and lifting the 
front wheel. Speaking of wheels, 
they're laced to aluminum rims that 
feature “hollow” flanges on the sides 
to reduce unsprung weight. 

On the track the beauty of the little 
yellow screamer started to shine. In 
the whoops, the 12 inches of travel up 
front was as plush as the finest mat- 
tress. The rear suspension, on the 
other hand, was set up for someone 
much heavier than our band of test 
pilots. Once adjusted and with some 
of the preload taken out, the almost 
12.5 inches of travel handled any- 
thing it encountered with no problem. 

Using the brakes was another story. 
They work — almost too well. We 
locked them up more than once while 
we were getting used to them, but 
once we mastered it the Yamaha 
allowed us to go much deeper into 
corners before we hit the binders. 

Speaking of corners, the Yamaha 
acted as though it were on a monorail 
system because the front end stuck so 
well. Coming out of the corners was 
done with gusto. Fanning the easy- 
to-use and fade-free clutch keeps the 
enginerunning in hyper-space realm. 
Peak pow . comes on a little later in 
the rev range than last year, but it 
keeps going a little longer. 

In the interest of reliability, last 
year's O-ring head gasket has been 
changed to the regular variety for bet- 
ter sealing. 

The 1982 model had trouble with 
the durability of the Power Valve, 
with the linkage developing exces- 
sive play after as little as 10 hours of 
riding. Yamaha took care of that this 
year by adding a collar between the 
pins and the joints to get a bigger 
bearing surface. This not only gives 
it additional durability, but gives the 
Power Valve a smoother throw action. 
A little trick Scheidler recommends: 
“Take a little Dry Slide and hit each 
one of those joints. This not only 
extends the life of them, but allows 
the Power Valve to open all the way 
all the time." 








Jumping was something the Yama- 
ha liked to do. Because of the light 
weight, only minimal body English 
was required. 

Shifting the YZ was quick, positive 
and almost effortless. However, we 
did lose the spring retaining-pin on 
the folding shift lever. 

Finding the shift lever and brake 
pedal was never a problem since 
they're positioned just right. Even 
the small pegs had enough teeth in 
them for good footing. 

The 125K did everything we asked 
of it and more, but since we got ours 
directly from Yamaha it had already 
been thoroughly prepped. Scheidler 
had a few suggestions for the rider 
who buys his off the showroom floor: 

“The first thing one should check 
is the timing, just to make sure it’s set 
right. Then go through the entire 
carburetor to make sure everything is 
cleaned out, and don’t forget to check 
the float bow] level. (Needless to say, 
Yamahalube R was in our test bike, 
mixed 30:1.) 

“Drain the oil in the tranny and 
replace it with Castrol 20-50 weight. 
Make sure all the pivot points on the 
monoshock are lubed, including the 
zerk fittings. Next, make sure you 
pull the rear wheel off and check the 
backing plate and the wheel bear- 
ings, and use a high temperature 
grease, say Bel-Ray. This is an area 
nobody thinks about, and they will 
seize. 

"Also, check the chain block to 
make sure it's aligned and not hitting 
one side or the other. You should also 
take the two bolts that hold the chain 
guide in place and Loctite those. 
Check the rebound, compression and 
pre-load settings on the shock to see 
where they're at and if they suit your 
weight and the type of track you're 
going to be racing on. 

“Таке а look at the Power Valve to 
make sure you're getting maximum 
opening; sometimes there may be 
another half a millimeter you can 
squeeze out of it. It's just a matter of 
paying attention to the little things 
— they'll get you in the end if you 
neglect them.” 

After riding the YZ125K and listen- 
ing to Scheidler you get the impres- 
sion that Yamaha is very serious 
about 1983. The seriousness shows in 
the 125K — it's a serious racer... 1e

Bailey stayed close for a couple of 
laps, then powered alongside Han- 
nah in the tricky whoops passing the 
finish line and edged into the lead. 
Hannah beserked the next jump and 
regained the lead, but a few turns 
later, Bailey again moved past the 
Hurricane on a high-speed sweeper. 

Hannah took a tumble on the next 
lap, butquickly remounted to follow 
Bailey to the checkers. The Bailey/ 
Hannah duel had opened a 20-second 
lead over a tight third place battle 
between Tarantino, Turner, Kawa- 
saki riders Billy Liles and Darren 
Rhoten and Austrian KTM pilot 
Heinz Kinigadner. 

Liles faded as the moto neared the 
end, apparently with no damping in 
the rear shock, Kinigadner DNF, 
Tarantino slipped to sixth behind a 
charging Ross Pedersen on a Suzuki, 
and Turner held off a determined 
Rhoten to finish third.

Breker fur- 
iously began closing in on the leaders 
as Locey desperately looked for a 
place to pass Cantaloupi. Less than 
four bikelengths separated the three 
riders as they came to the final straight 
leading to the checkers. Locey tried to 
edge past Cantaloupi on the finish 
jump, got sideways and bailed off in 
front of the incredulous spectators 
lining the finish area. 

Locey walked away from the fall 
after a couple minutes of down-time. 
Cantaloupi got the overall win with 
Breker second and Locey third. Hol- 
ley backed up his first moto perfor- 
mance to earn fourth overall honors 
in front of Reid, who placed fifth 
overall despite his horrendous fall 
while leading.
